HOW WASHINGTON WAS MADE COM-
MANDER-IN-CHIEF.

Every post brought me letters from my friends
Dr. Winthrop, Dr. Cooper, Gen. James War-
ren, and rometimes from Gen. Ward and his
aids, and Gen. Heath and many others, urging,
in pathetic terms, the impossibility of keeping
theirmen together withoutthe assistance of Con-
gress. I wasdaily urging all these things, but
we were embarrassed with more than one diffi-
culty, not only with the parly in favor of the
petition to the King, and the party which was a
Southern party, who were jealous of indepen-
dence, but a third party against a Northern, and
a jealousy ngainst a New England army under
the ecommand of a New England General.—
Whether this jealousy was sincere, or whether
it was mere pride and a haughty. ambition of
fornishing a Southern General to'command the
Northern army, I cannot say; Dat the inten.
tion was very visible to me that Colonel Wash-
ington was their object, and so many of our
staunchest men were in the plan, that we could
carry nothing withoat eonceding to it. An-
other embarrassment, which was never public-
ly known, and which was carefully concealed
by those who knew it, the Massachusetts and
other New England delegates were divided.—
Mr. Hancock and Mr. Cushing hung back, Mr-
Paine did not come forward, and even Mr.
Samuel Adams was irresolute. Mr. Hancock
himself had an ambition to be appointed Com.
mander-in-Chief. ~ Whether he thought an
election a complime: dueto him, and intended
to have the honor of declining it, or whether he
would have accepted it, I know not. To the
compliment he had some pretensions; for, at
that time, his exertions, sacrifices, and general

merits-in the cause of his country had been in-
compnrably greater than those of Colonel

Washington. But the delicacy of his health,
and his entire-want of experience in actual ser-
vice, though an execllent militia officer, were
decisive objections to him in my mind. In
canvassing this subject, out of doors, I found
too that even among the delegates of Virginia
there were difficulties. ‘The apostolie reason-
ings among themselves which should be great-
est were not less energetic among the saints of
the Ancient Dominion than they were among
us of New Eungland. In several conversations
1 found more than one very cool ahont.the ap-
pointment of Washington, and particularly Mr.
Pendleton was very clear and full against it.

Full of anxieties concerning these confusions,
and apprehending daily that we should hear
very distressing news from Boston, I walked
with Mr. Samuel Adums in the State House
iard for a little exercise and fresh air before the

our of Congress, and there represented to hin
the various dangers that surrounded us. Ile
agreed to them all, but said : “Whe! shall we
do?” I answered him that he knew that I had
taken great pains to get our collengues to agree
upon some plan, that we might be unanimnons;
but he knew that they would pledge themselves
to nothing; but I was determined to take a
step which should compel them and all the oth-
er members of Congress to declare themsclves
for or against something. “I am determined
this morning to make a direct motion that Con-
gress should adopt the army before Boston,
and appoint Colonel Washington commander
of it”  Mr. Adams seemed to think very seri-
ously of it, Lut said nothing.

Accordingly, when Congress bad assembled,
[ rose in my place, and in as short a speech as
the subjeet would admit, represented the state
of the colonies, the uncertainty in the minds
of the people, their great expectation and anx-
iety, the distresses of the army, the danger of
its dissolution, the difficulty of collecting an-
other; and the probability that the British ar-
my would take advautage of our delays, march
out of Boston, and spread desolation as far as
they coull go. [ concluded with a motion, in
form, that Congress would adopt the army at
Cambridge, and appoint a General ; that though
this was not the proper time to nominate a gen-
eral, yet, s 1 had reason to believe this was a
poiut of the greatest difficulty, 1 had no hesita-
tion to declare that I had but one gentleman in
my mind for thatimportant command, and that
was a gentleman from Virginia, who was
among us, and very well known to all of ns; a
gentleman whoseexperienca asan officer, whose
independent fortune, great talents, and excel-
lent universal character would command the
approbation of all America, and unite the cor-
dial exertions of all the colonies better than any
other person in the Union. Mr. Washington,
who sat near the door, as soon as he heard me
allude to him, from his usual modesty, darted
into the library room. Ms. Hancock, who was
our President, which gave me_an_opportunity
to observe his countenance while I was speak-
ing on the state of the colonics, the army at
Cawbridge, and the enemy, heard me with visi-
ble pleasure; but when I came to describe
Washington for the commander, L never mark-
ed a more sudden and striking change of coun-
tenance. Mortification and resentment were
expressed as forcibly as his face could exhibit
them. Mr. Samuel Adams seconded the mo.
tion, and that did uot soften the President’s phy-
siognomy at all. The subject came under de-
bate, and several gentlemen declared themselves
against the appointment of Mr. Washington,
not on account of any personal objection
against him, but because the army were all
from New England, had agenoral.of their own,
appeared to be satisfied with him, and had
proved themselves able to imprison the British
army in Boston, which was all they expocted
or desired at that time.

Mr. Pendleton, of Virginia, and Mr. Sher-
man, of Connecticut, were very explicit in de-
claring this opinion. Mr. Cushing and several
others more faintly expressed their opposition,
and their fears of discontent in the army and in
New England. Mr. Paine expressed a great
opinfon of Gen. Ward and » strong friendship
for him, having been his classmate at college,

or at least his cotemporary ; but gave no opin-
ion on the question. The sulject was post-
poned to a futare day. Inthe meantime pains
were taken out of doors to obtain a unanimity,
and the voices were generally so clearly in fa-
vor of Washington, that the dissenting mem-
bers were persuaded to withdraw their opposi-
tion, and Mr. Washington was nominated, [ be-
lieve by Mr. Thomas Johnson, of Maryland,
unanimouely elected, and the army adopted.—

THE RATTLESNAKE.

A letter from a member of the Mexican |

Boundary Cowmmission, published in the Provi-
dence Journal, says:

These venemous creatares abound through
the plaing of Texas and New Mexico. We
met them continually in our path, and they al-
ways gave us notice of their proximity by
shaking their rattles. Often did I hear this
warning without discovering the eneniy ; and
on such occasions it is best to get out of the
way. The rattlesnakes never attack except
when provoked ; and they are easily killed. A
blow with a stick will disable them, when they
are easily dispatched. The young men of the
expelition were fond of shooting them with
pistoles, but so much ammunition was wasted
in this sport, if it may be so called, it became
necessary to issue an order forbidding it. We
had some experience of the effect of the bite
of this snake,

As we were approaching the Concho river,
one of our horsemen discovered a large rattle-
snake diretly in our trail. He gave him a shot
from his six shooter, which took cffect, nearly
cutting his body in two. He then attempted
to ride over him, when the snake raised his
head and struck the horse in the hind leg, about
a foot above the hoof. Several saw the effort
of the snake, and we stopped to see whether
any injury had been done. We at once dis-
covered the marks where the fangs entered,
from which the blood was oozing. Within
five minutes, the horse which was a very fine
one, began to limp. Soon after, his leg began
to swell, so that he could not walk on it, and it
was with dificulty that he could be led into
camp, so great appeared to be Lis agony.

Within half an hour we reached our camp,
and proceeded to alleviate the sufferings of the
poor animal. A small air pump was applied
tirst, and some blood drawn from the wound,
poultices were applied, and the horse was
watched with eare during the night, as he lay
at length on the grass. In the morning his en-
tire leg and thigh were much swollen; never-
theless, he was led along after the wagous.—
After afew days the swelling subsided, but ho
showed symptoms of sickness, which increased
go that wo were at last compelled to abandon
him.

We saw many other snakes of different
kinds, some of them the most brilliant colors,
which we safely'put away in alehohol. Thero
is one species known as the “chicken snake,”
which at first gave us much alarm. This snake
we always fouud in the tops of trees, moving
with as much rapidity from brance to branch as
a squirrel. For this motion, his form seemed
admirably adapted by its great length, which
was from five to eight feet, though his body
was not larger than that of other snakes of half
the length. The chicken snake, I afterwards’
learned from Texans in the party, is harmless.
